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Jobs and homes 
scheme begins

THE process of bringing 
2,000 new jobs and homes 
for 350 people to Haverhill 
was officially started on 
Tuesday by Secretary of State 
for Communities and Local 
Government Eric Pickles. 

The MP was joined by dignitaries at 
a turf-cutting ceremony to mark the 
start of construction work at 
Haverhill Research Park. 

The development, approved by 
councillors in January, will also 
provide up to 450,000 sq ft of offices, 
laboratories and technology space for 
a variety of companies. 

The ceremony follows the award of 
£4 million by the New Anglia Local 
Enterprise Partnership and the 
Greater Cambridge Greater 
Peterborough Local Enterprise 
Partnership. 

The partnerships have each 
allocated £2 million from the Growing 
Places Fund for the provision of 
infrastructure and site enabling works 
to open up the 29.5-acre site, which 
includes a hotel and family pub 
restaurant to the north-west of 
Haverhill.

The funding bid was written jointly by 
developers Carisbrooke Investments and 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council. 

Mr Pickles said: “The £770 million 
Growing Places Fund is unlocking much- 
needed local growth and getting the 
infrastructure and homes we need built. 

“The New Anglia and Greater 
Cambridge Greater Peterborough Local 
Enterprise Partnerships, made up of civic 
leaders and local businesses, are using 
the money to help create jobs, homes and 
leisure facilities in Haverhill. 

“I now want to see more of these 
partnerships coming together and 
finding innovative ways to unlock local 
sites to get Britain building again.” 

The MP was joined by representatives 
from Carisbrooke Investments, Suffolk- 
based construction company Breheny 
which is carrying out the works, as well as 
representatives from the local enterprise 
partnerships and the borough council. 

Cllr John Griffiths, leader of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council said: “St 
Edmundsbury and Carisbrooke put a lot 


of work into this bid and its success is 
very welcome news, putting the Haverhill 
Research Park project securely on track to 
securing 2,000 new jobs for the town. 

“It is an excellent example of people 
and organisations working well together 
across boundaries for a common goal.” 

Andy Wood, chairman of New Anglia 
Local Enterprise Partnership, said: “The 
Growing Places Fund has been set up to 
help kick-start projects which will create 
jobs across Suffolk and Norfolk. 

“Haverhill Research Park is a fantastic 
project which will bring a significant 
number of jobs, homes and businesses to 
the area. The application was very well 
put together and the board was 
unanimous in its support of the scheme.” 

Mark Reeve, Greater Cambridge 
Greater Peterborough Local Enterprise 
Partnership board member, said: “This is 
a great step forward for the creation of 
new jobs in our LEP area as a direct result 
of Growing Places Funding.” 

Nic Rumsey, director of Carisbrooke, 
said: “This together with bank finance 
from BLME is the final piece in the jigsaw 
which allows the scheme to go ahead.”

HAVERHILL Volunteer Centre 
could merge with other 
groups to form one county¬ 
wide organisation.

merger of Suffolk 
Infrastructure charities using 
“transforming local 

infrastructure” funding from 
the Big Lottery. 

The meeting will be held at 
noon on November 19 at 
Haverhill House. 


Prison term is 
suspended for 
violent attack 


A SCAFFOLDING 
foreman who 

launched a violent 
attack in a pub has 
escaped a prison 
sentence. 

Dennis Barwick, 42, of 
Nunnery Green, in 
Wickhambrook, was 
handed a 12-month 
suspended sentence and 
ordered to complete 200 
hours of unpaid work by a 
judge at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Lriday. 

The court heard that 
Barwick had been holding 
a bunch of keys when he 
punched Jason Saunders in 
the face on January 7, 
resulting in permanent 
scarring. 

The defendant pleaded 
guilty to wounding and 
causing damage to 
property when he smashed 
a window at The Railway 
Tavern, in Elmswell, near 
Stowmarket, after being 
ordered to leave following 
the attack. 

Prosecuting, Peter Gair 


said the confrontation took 
place after Mr Saunders 
saw his partner talking to 
Barwick. 

Mr Saunders told the 
police: “I felt that he was 
going to attack me. I used 
the back of my arm in a 
sweeping motion.” 

Barwick fell to the floor 
and was ordered to leave by 
the landlord but once 
outside he punched the 
window, showering two 
customers with broken 
glass, the court heard. 

Barwick returned to the 
pub and grabbed Mr 
Saunders, who fell from his 
chair, and punched him in 
the face causing a cut 
above his eye and another 
near his ear. 

Mr Saunders said: 
“Dennis had a sharp object 
in his right hand. I couldn't 
see what it was. 

“I was only aware of this 
when it was jabbed into my 
face. I felt instant pain. I 
managed to sit up, I was 
covered in blood.” 

Mr Gair said Barwick had 
been holding his keys and 


one of the blows was next 
to an eye in which Mr 
Saunders suffered from 
impaired vision. 

Hugh Vass, defending, 
said Barwick was genuinely 
remorseful and the 
incident had been out of 
character. 

Mr Vass claimed that 
Barwick had been 
subjected to “significant 
provocation” and unaware 
when he struck the blows 
that the keys were in his 
hand. 

Mr Vass said: “He didn't 
go looking for trouble. It 
wasn’t premeditated.” 

Sentencing him, Judge 
Peter Penn said it was a 
serious incident and 
imposed a 12-month 
prison term suspended for 
18 months. 

Barwick was also placed 
under Probation Service 
supervision for 12 months 
and ordered to take part 
in a 10-day alcohol 
programme. 

He was also ordered to 
pay his victim £1,000 in 
compensation.

Rector’s murderer 
will die in prison 


THE sister of a vicar 
murdered by a homeless 
drifter has called for tighter 
controls on dangerous 
psychopaths - and 
questioned whether they 
should be free to walk the 
streets. 

Hilary Bosworth spoke out as a 
High Court judge told Stephen 
Farrow he would never be released 
from prison for the “dreadful, 
horrific and sadistic” killings of her 
brother, the Rev John Suddards, 59 - 
who served as a rector in Great 
Yeldham, for a decade - and retired 
teacher Betty Yates, 77. 

Mrs Bosworth, from Bridport, 
Dorset, said: “Do we, as a country, 
do enough to ensure that 
psychopaths, with a known history 
of violence and criminal offences, 
are not left roaming around at large, 
ready to attack someone? 

“Do we perhaps need to think 
again about how me might better 
monitor those people in our 
communities who present a real 
risk to society?” 

Det Chief Insp Simon Crisp, of 
Avon and Somerset Police, said: 
“Stephen Farrow was a sadistic, 
remorseless killer. 

“I would like to pay tribute to the 
two innocent victims in this case. 
Betty Yates and John Suddards were 
in every way exemplary members of 
our community. 

“They were decent, honest

people who went out of their way to 
help people in need. It is that fact 
alone that makes this the most 
awful of cases.” 

Farrow, 48, showed no emotion at 
Bristol Crown Court as Mr Justice 
Field told him he would die in 
prison for the murders, committed 
in January and February this year. 

“Stephen Farrow, you have been 
found guilty of two horrific 
murders,” the judge said. “I am 
satisfied that in your case a whole 
life sentence is an appropriate 
sentence in each of these dreadful, 
horrific killings.” 

He said Farrow intended to 
humiliate and desecrate the 
memory of Mr Suddards, adding: 
“You killed him - having kicked him 


down, having told him to ‘hurry up 
and die’ - with seven deep knife 
wounds,” he said. 

“He was helpless. That conduct 
was clearly sadistic. Accordingly, 
there is no question in your case of 
the imposition of a minimum 
term.” 

Farrow, who was diagnosed as a 
psychopath, had denied the 
murders but admitted the 
clergyman’s manslaughter on the 
grounds of diminished respon¬ 
sibility, and a burglary in which he 
left a note threatening to kill 
“Christian scum”. 

The murder of Mr Suddards at his 
vicarage in Thornbury, south 
Gloucestershire, was the 
culmination of a two-month reign 
of terror in which Farrow killed Mrs 
Yates and made the chilling threat 
against Christians. 

Mrs Yates was found dead at her 
cottage in Bewdley, Worcestershire, 
on January 4. 

Mr Suddards, a former barrister, 
studied law at Trinity Hall in 
Cambridge from 1971. He was 
rector for Great Yeldham from 1993 
to 2003 before moving to Witham, 
Essex, and then Gloucestershire in 
June 2011. 

Pat Slimming, chairman of Great 
Yeldham Parish Council, had kept in 
touch with Mr Suddards. 

After his murder, she said: “He 
always said that he would open his 
door to anyone and it was a risk he 
was prepared to take.”

Undertaker 


AN UNDERTAKER who stole 
a purse from a dead 
pensioner while her body 
was in a wheelchair just a 
few feet away has been 
jailed. 

Grahame Lawler took the purse 
of 78-year-old Muriel Swift, less 
than an hour after her death, when 
he called at her Linton home to take 
her body to Papworth Hospital 
mortuary. 

While he was there he delved into 
her handbag and stole the purse, 
which contained cash, her credit 
cards and PIN details. 

Father-of-three Lawler, of Tever- 
sham Road, in Fulbourn, admitted 
theft from a pending estate at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
earlier this year. 

He appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court last Friday for sen¬ 
tencing and was jailed for four 
months. Sentencing him, Judge 
Jonathan Haworth described

Lawler’s offence as “mean”. 

The judge said: “It’s difficult to 
think of a higher breach of trust 
than when a person steals from 
someone who has just died. 

“What you did was such a 
significant breach of trust that it is 
my public duty to make sure you 
serve a custodial sentence.” 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
explained how if it was not for a 
sharp-eyed police officer, Pc Sam 
McMurrugh, who was inside 
Muriel’s home at the time, Lawler 
could have got away with it. 

She said: “The female officer 
started to search the property for 
personal items which could identify 
any next of kin. 

“She located a brown handbag on 
the lady’s sofa and inside that was a 
dark blue leather purse, which she 
said had notes, coins and cards and 


a medical ID card inside it. When 
Lawler and his colleague were 
about to remove Muriel’s body, 
Lawler asked his colleague to go 
outside to collect something for 
him. 

“He then asked the officer to 
hand a form to a colleague and to 
do it quickly before he came back 
inside.” 

During those few seconds Lawler 
stole the purse. The undertakers 
then left to go to Papworth Hospital 
mortuary. 

Pc McMurrugh noticed the purse 
had vanished when she looked in 
the handbag again. 

The court heard the officer called 
her colleagues, who caught up with 
Lawler and the other undertaker at 
the mortuary. 

As officers approached Lawler, 
two bank cards fell out of his pocket 
and on his arrest, police found 
Muriel’s purse hidden in the sleeve 
of his jacket. 

Lawler had removed the cash and 


the bank cards, and also had pieces 
of paper with Muriel’s credit card 
PINs on them. 

Around £200 was also found 
inside the undertakers’ van, 
although there was no proof it 
came from Muriel’s home. 

Mark Shelley, mitigating, said 
Lawler was in “severe financial 
difficulties” at the time and was 
“under a lot of pressure to make 
ends meet”. 

He said: “His wife had been 
diagnosed with depression and was 
off work and he was struggling to 
provide for his three children. 

“This was an opportunistic theft. 
He did not wrestle anyone for 
money and it was simply too easy 
for him. He owed around £12,000.” 

Outside court, Jane Carpenter, a 
close friend of Muriel, said: “I’m 
pleased Lawler has been jailed. 

“I was praying that he would be. 
What he did was horrific and left 
me shocked to the core.”

“It was very evident that he was 
pleased with our progress to date 
and we were very grateful for the 
opportunity to talk to him at 
length about the pilot and the 
work that is being done here in 
Haverhill.”

When 32-and-a-half-stone Chris couldn't get his seatbelt around his

I T was the office Christmas party 
and Chris Liddle had spent the 
evening indulging in festive 
food with his colleagues. Feeling a 
little full, Chris said his goodbyes 
before getting in his car to drive 
home. But when he couldn't fit the 
seatbelt around his massive 60 - 
inch waist, so couldn't drive his car 
home, he knew it was time for 
action. 

“I nearly cried/’ admits Chris, “I was so 
frustrated with myself. I’d had a lot to eat 
and I’d been drinking soft drinks all night 
so I was probably quite bloated, but I just 
couldn’t get the seatbelt on.” 

Chris, who lives in Swavesey, was 
morbidly obese. Tipping the scales at 32- 
and-a-half stone, the 44-year-old was at his 
heaviest weight, had Type 2 diabetes and 
could no longer do everyday things like tie 
up his shoelaces or walk up the stairs 
without feeling short of breath - and now 
couldn’t drive his car. 

Ashamed by his increasing bulk, Chris 
vowed to lose weight and, after one last 
Christmas blow-out, joined Slimming 
World. Nearly two years later, the research 
scientist has not only lost more than 11 
stone, he is now helping others shed the 
pounds since becoming a Slimming World 
consultant. 

Originally from Sunderland, Chris 
explains he has struggled with his weight 
since childhood. “I was quite big as a child,” 
he says. “When I was a teenager I did play a 
lot of sports at school and I was fit, but I 


still weighed about 16-and-a-half stone. 

“My granny was a master confectioner, 
so she was very good at desserts - and I 
used to love them; it was apple pie and 
custard and things like that.” 

The weight gradually increased but when 
Chris began studying at Leeds University, 
he became even heavier. “I stopped playing 
sport, I was drinking beer and was eating 
differently,” remembers Chris. “It was curry 
and kebabs - anything that was cheap and 
convenient. My weakness was pies and 
McDonald’s, but I’m a chocoholic, I have a 
savoury and a sweet tooth!” 

By the time Chris finished university, he 
weighed in at a dangerous 20 stone. But he 
wasn’t concerned about his increasing 
weight, and continued piling on the 
pounds into his 20s until, one day, he had a 
bet with a colleague that he would lose 
some of his hefty bulk, if his friend stopped 
smoking. Chris lost three stone, but once 
the bet was over he returned to his usual 
high-calorie diet. 

“I actually found it quite easy,” 
remembers Chris. “There was no dieting, 
no dietary advice, no slimming clubs. I was 
just careful about what I ate, but I soon 
went back to my old ways as at that point I 
wasn’t enormous -1 could still do what I 
wanted to do.” 

As Chris’s weight continued to increase in 
his 30s, he developed diabetes and became 
more and more tired. Instead of cooking his 
favourite Indian and Italian meals from 
scratch, everything he ate came from a 
packet. “I got to the point where I got so big 
I couldn’t be bothered to cook, so I would 
go to the supermarket and buy things like 
pre-packed onion bhajis, pies, pastries and 
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pasties,” he says. “I was really eating 
enormous amounts of food; I would 
think nothing of buying two or three 
king-size chocolate bars and eating 
them all at once, just as a snack between 
meals.” 

Despite regular visits to his diabetic 
nurse in Swavesey - where he was 
always advised to lose weight - Chris 
had no interest in dieting. 

“I used to go and see her once a 
month and my weight was creeping up 
a few pounds every month,” remembers 
Chris. “Once I didn’t go for three months 
and I’d put on 10 kilos. That’s a lot of 
weight in three months. 

“I did try to have good intentions but I 
just didn’t have the support. She sent 
me to a dietician and she gave me lots of 
good advice, but all I was thinking was: 
‘You don’t know what it’s like to be a fat, 
middle-aged bloke’.” 

But in December 2010, when he could 
no longer fasten his seatbelt, Chris 
decided enough was enough. “There’s 
heart disease in my family. I was in my 
early 40s, and I realised if I wanted to 
see 501 needed to do something about 
it. I had that eureka moment that 
people get.” 

Fearful his life was seriously at risk, in 
lanuary 2011, Chris joined Slimming 
World. Founded in 
1969 by Margaret 
Miles-Bramwell, 

Slimming World 
claims to have 
helped more than 
five million 
members lose 
weight at its 9,500 
groups across the 
UK and Ireland. 

Walking in to the 
Bar Hill branch for 
the first time was, 
says Chris, the 
hardest part of his 
weight loss journey. 

“The things that 
worried me about 
walking in was: 1) 

Am I going to be the 
only bloke? and: 2) 

I’m enormous. But I 
plucked up the 
courage and walked 
in.” 

Chris admits 
stepping on the 
scales was a 
shocking 
experience. “I 
nearly fell off when 
I realised how much I weighed. The 
Slimming World scales go up to 35 stone 
- and I was 32-and-a-half stone.” 

Chris was welcomed into the group 
and, with the support he had needed for 
so long, radically changed his diet. He 
followed Slimming World’s Food 
Optimising Plan and swapped his fat¬ 
laden pies, crisps and chocolate for low- 
calorie meals such as jacket potatoes 
and baked beans, tuna salad and 
homemade curry made with lean meat. 

“During the first week I couldn’t 
believe how much food I was eating -1 
was eating loads - and I just couldn’t see 
how it would be working,” says Chris. 

But his new diet was working, and 
Chris lost a whopping 101b in his first 
week and, by April, just four months 
since joining Slimming World, he had 
lost four stone. 

By the end of 2011 Chris had lost six 
stone, and is on target to smash that 
figure again by this Christmas, taking 
his weight loss to more than 12 stone. 

Although Chris’s first reason for losing 
weight was to improve his health, it was 
also to be in a position to make one of 


his life-long ambitions come true. “I 
love the RAF and I go to air shows and 
I’ve always wanted to be able to fly in a 
fast jet,” explains Chris. “The limit on an 
ejection seat is 120 kilos, which is about 
18-and-a-half stone - so that was my 
target. I may never get the chance, but if 
the RAF did happen to phone me up I 
would be able to do it!” 

Since shedding the weight, Chris’s 
diabetes has improved greatly and he is 
full of energy. He is delighted with the 
results, but the big weight loss has left 
him with some loose skin. 

“I have got some, but nothing 
ridiculous where I would need surgery 
or anything like that,” he explains. “I did 
start going down the gym a couple of 
times a week, but I’ve never been one 
for the gym.” 

Chris’s confidence has also greatly 
increased and he has started attracting 
some female attention. “I’m not exactly 
beating them off with a stick, but I am 
getting a bit of attention,” he laughs. 

“My weight has certainly been an 
issue in the past; no-one would want to 
go out with a guy my size. I’ve always 
been shy and I’ve never gone out of my 
way to attract women -1 still don’t now 
- but I do feel a lot more confident. 

“People say to me: ‘Are you doing this 


to get yourself a girlfriend?’ It wasn’t a 
primary thing but I’d love to be able to 
settle down, get married and have a 
couple of kids. I’m no different to 
anybody else; if it happens, it happens.” 

Currently weighing in at around 21 
stone, Chris has another two-and-a-half 
stone to lose before he reaches his target 
weight of 18-and-a-half stone, but is 
now helping others reach their goals 
since becoming a Slimming World 
consultant. 

“Every consultant has to have been a 
member; you have to have been 
through it to put yourself forward,” he 
says. “I decided about six months ago 
that it was something I really wanted to 
do, and I never dreamed in a million 
years I’d get Bar Hill.” 

Chris has been leading his group for 
just two weeks, and would encourage 
anyone looking to make that first step to 
join. 

“It takes a bit of courage and a bit of 
determination, but once you’ve walked 
through the door, and we’ve got our 
hands on you - and I mean that in the 
nicest possible way - we can help you.”

A NEW business is 
hoping to put the 
sparkle back into 
golfers’ clubs.

THE Christmas 
season, filled with 
bright lights, parties 
and presents, can be a 
lot to handle for 
anyone, but what 
must it be like for pets? 

All the extra hustle and 
bustle can be quite stressful 
for our furry friends, not to 


mention all the potential 
toxins that become plentiful 
around Christmas time. 
Here are a few things to 
avoid in order to achieve a 
peaceful and happy time for 
all. 

Firstly, one of the most 
iconic images of Christmas, 
the tree, is filled with 
potential threats to our little 
pets. Tinsel can cause 


serious intestinal blockages 
if swallowed, and fairy lights 
aren’t much better, as a 
curious pet can get a nasty 
shock from these twinkly 
toys. Even the Christmas 
tree itself, with its sharp 
pine needles, can result in 
painful sores between their 
toes without care. 

Food is another 
important part of the

season and, although we all 
like to indulge ourselves 
around this time of year, our 
pets should not be treated 
the same way (much as they 
would argue otherwise!) 
Chocolate, raisins, sultanas 
and onions are all toxic to 
cats and dogs, so that 
means no left-overs in the 
food bowl! It is also worth 
noting that if your pet does 
eat something it shouldn’t, 
there is an injection which 
can be given to make them 
vomit as long as it is given 
to them soon after eating 
the offending article. This 
can prevent the need for 
surgery to remove a 
blockage or emergency 
medical treatment to treat 
potentially life-threatening 
poisonings. 

Finally, we must remem¬ 
ber that all the new faces 
that drop in for a visit can 
be a bit overwhelming for 


our pets. Animals tend to be 
creatures of habit and any 
change can be a bit 
upsetting. All pets should 
have a ‘safe’ place they can 
escape to such as a utility 
room or downstairs bath¬ 
room. If you feel that your 
pet becomes particularly 
nervous, it might be worth 
considering one of the 
pheromone balancers such 
as Feliway, Adaptil, Kalm- 
aid or Zylkene which can 
really help to keep them 
calm.

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Kane is in the 
pink for laughter 

Comedian and presenter Russell Kane tells Lizzy Dening about feeling broody, waking up with 
hot women and why his career wouldn’t have got started if his dad had still been alive 


I T would be fair to say that 
Russell Kane has been more 
than a touch influenced by 
another comedian wtih a similar 
name, who shares his love of 
women, autobiographical 
comedy and hair products. 

They’ve even both been through 
recent divorces. 

There’s definitely an air of Brand to 
the way Kane speaks, which slips 
between a happy-go-lucky Essex 
manner (calling me both ‘darlin” and 
‘babes’, without much conviction) and 
rather self-conscious whimsy, putting 
on a posh voice to tell me ‘the flower is 
half-opened’, in terms of his maturity. 

Interviewing him is a somewhat 
bewildering experience as his 
personality switches, but this malleable 
identity is something on which he’s 
pinned his shows for many years, since 
coming to the scene’s attention eight 
years ago. 

His latest work, Posturing Delivery, 
is centred on his friends and relatives 
starting to have children, and what that 
means to him as a single man. Is he 
feeling broody? 

“I never trust my own emotions: 
sometimes I’ll see some guy cradling 
his baby on a Sunday and think [mock 
crying] ‘Oh my God, that’s what I’m 
supposed to be doing’, but the next day 


I wake up at midday having been with a 
hottie until 1 lam, and think, ‘Would I 
really want to give this up?”’ 

Kane first rose to public attention 
when he won the Laughing Horse New 
Act of the Year award in 2004, and has 
since then moved between presenting 
jobs (including Big Brother’s Big 
Mouth and I’m A Celebrity. . . Get Me 
Out Of Here!) and annual stand-up trips 
back to the Edinburgh Fringe. 

I ask whether his carefully crafted 
appearance indicates a vain nature, but 
he answers sharply: “No.” Before 
justifying, after a pause: “Vain for me is 
confident men who spend too long in 
the bathroom looking at themselves. 

“I’m surprised I’m not in counselling 
for insecurity about my appearance: 
there’s no way I could be vain. I’ve 
definitely got too much grooming stuff 
in the bathroom, but that’s all based on: 
‘I look s**t, am I fat? What if my acne 
comes back again?’ I don’t think vain 
people tend to have those thoughts.” 

Kane married his childhood 
sweetheart, and fellow comedian, Sadie 
Haslet, in 2010. The pair separated 
soon after, although remain on good 
terms, and the Essex-based comic now 
lives alone with his beloved black pug 
Colin, and cats Keith and Wayne. 

Kane had a turbulent relationship 
with his late father, who found it 
difficult to accept both his son’s slightly 
camp mannerisms, and his passion for 


getting up on stage. 

He confides: “I didn’t feel disloyal, I 
did think - it’s a terrible thing to think - 
that he wouldn’t be very happy about it 
if he were alive. My mum said that as 
well. ‘This wouldn’t have happened if 
your dad was alive.’ So we both had this 
dark and bizarre thought and moved 
on.” 

There’s a moment of contemplation, 
as he notes: “With dead people you lose 
the ability to remember them - it’s quite 
quick how that happens.” 

Then he’s back to justifying himself 
again: “It was a bit emotional to 
perform, there was a speech at the end 
that was quite sad to perform, but some 
of the best things you go to see at the 
theatre are quite emotional, so there’s 
nothing wrong with that.” 

There are no topics, he claims, he 
would refuse to publicly joke about: 
“I’m very revelatory about my sex life, 
and it’s all truthful, and I’ll tell anyone 
any of that - I’ll tell my taxi driver on 
the way to a gig, let alone anyone else. 

“I’m an autobiographical comedian, 
so I don’t have a choice, really.”

FICTION couldn’t be any stranger than the 
truth in this gripping thriller about real-life 
events following the 1979 storming of the 
US embassy in Tehran. 

Ben Affleck is a deserved front-runner 
for an Oscar as best director at next year’s 
Academy Awards for his work on a film 
that keeps the audience on edge for its 
entire two hours. 

Affleck has been a solid presence on 
screen for more than 30 years, but more 
recently it is behind the camera that he 
has truly excelled. 

Here he works from a lean script by 
Chris Terrio, based on an article written by 
Joshuah Bearman. 

On November 4,1979, simmering 
tensions outside the US embassy finally 
boil over and Iranian militants break 
through the barricades and storm the 
building. 

Once inside they capture 52 Americans 
and hold them hostage, but six members 


of staff - Bob Anders (Tate Donovan), Joe 
Stafford (Scoot McNairy), Kathy Stafford 
(Kerry Bishe), Mark Lijek (Christopher 
Denham), Cora Lijek (Clea DuVall) and 
Lee Schatz (Rory Cochrane) - manage to 
escape to the nearby residence of the 
Canadian ambassador (Victor Garber). 
There they hide in a basement crawl 


space while awaiting news from the 
outside world. 

Back on American soil, CIA extractor 
Tony Mendez (Affleck) concocts an 
elaborate scheme to rescue the escapees: 
he will pose as a film producer who has 
travelled to Iran to scout for locations for a 
sci-fi epic called Argo. The six stranded 


embassy staff will adopt the guise of his 
crew and they will leave the country 
together under false passports. 

Bona fide Hollywood producer Lester 
Siegel (Alan Arkin) and make-up artist 
John Chambers (John Goodman) throw 
their weight behind Argo to give the plan 
credibility. But when Tony arrives on 
Iranian soil, he soon realises all of his 
smooth talking and experience might not 
be enough to save the embassy staff from 
an Iranian firing squad. 

Argo holds attention in a vice-like grip 
and refuses to let go. Taut pacing, slick 
editing and escalating tension are 
underpinned by emotionally wrought 
performances from a sensational 
ensemble cast. 

Arkin and Goodman provide the comic 
relief as the Hollywood veterans who 
realise they must spend serious money to 
create the illusion of a blockbuster in the 
making. 

The nail-biting climax succumbs to 
dramatic licence, but by that point we 
forgive Affleck everything.

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Shredders on trial 



S hredders have been 
around for a long time, 
breaking down prunings 
from trees and shrubs to enable 
you to reduce your tougher 
garden debris into a useful mulch 
quickly and effectively 
But the price and quality of shredders 
varies enormously and now Which? 
Gardening , the Consumers’ Association 
magazine, has done some research to 
find out which shredders perform best 
and to let gardeners know what features 
to look out for when buying a shredder. 

“A decent machine will cope with 
both woody branches and green twigs 
without jamming, shred a large amount 
quickly and relatively quietly, and 
produce fine shreddings ready to use as 
a mulch or to add to your compost. A 
bad shredder will be noisy, jam up easily 
and be tricky to unblock,” the magazine 
reports. 

Testers fed easy garden material such 
as straight, fresh branches through the 
10 shredders on trial, weighed the 
resulting shreddings and rated how 
finely they had been chopped. They then 
shredded different materials including 
conifer prunings, spiny and woody 
branches and soft, fibrous plants and 
assessed how often shredders became 
blocked, as well as assessing the 
machines for ease of use, noise and ease 
of moving and storage. 

Those voted the Best Buy shredders 
included the Bosch AXT 22 D (£280), a 
quiet roller shredder which proved to be

the best for all types of material, the 
Bosch AXT 23 TC (£400), a roller 
shredder which was best for more 
woody material, and the Al-Ko 2500R 
Power Slider (£229), an impact type 
which proved best for fine shredding. 

There are two main types of shredders 
available - the impact shredder and the 
roller/turbine shredder. 

Impact, or rapid, shredders chop up 
branches very finely with a spinning 
blade and are lighter and easier to move 
than roller shredders, but are also 
noisier. 

The blades will go blunt over time, so 
make sure replacements are available 
when you buy an impact shredder. Most 
don’t come with a collector so you’ll 
have to improvise with a plastic sheet or 
tub. 

Roller shredders are quieter machines 
which draw in garden debris, chopping 
it up and crushing it against a metal 
plate with a drum of blades. They are 
generally quieter and more compact, but 
they shred more coarsely. 

When buying a roller shredder, make 
sure you can safely and easily access the 
blades to clear any blockages, as they 


tend to block more easily than impact 
machines. Also check that the shredder 
outlet isn’t obstructed as some have a 
plastic grid over the outlet for safety, but 
this may lead to debris getting caught 
and blocking the machine. 

To get the best out of your shredder, 
shred material shortly after pruning as 
the wood will be softer and easier to 
break down, and put the thicker end of 
branches through the machine first. 

Prevent blades from clogging by 
alternating between sappy green waste 
and drier woody material, and always 
clean out the shredder after breaking 
down green waste or the blades will 
clog. 

Try to keep the shreddings from 
different types of materials separate - 
woody shreddings are ideal as mulches, 
while green matter is better for the 
compost heap.

Shortages push used prices up 


CONTINUING 
shortages in the 
wholesale used car 
markets have resulted 
in record average used 
car values, according 
to BCA’s latest 
quarterly Pulse report. 

With used cars averaging 
£6,216 across the period, 
Q3 12 recorded the highest 
value since Pulse began 
reporting in 2005. This 
represented a significant 
£325 (5.5 per cent) 

improvement over Q2 and 
was £293 (4.9 per cent) 
ahead year-on-year. 


Fleet and lease values 
increased to £8,177, the 
highest on record and 
ahead year-on-year by £917 
(12.6 per cent). Part- 
exchange values averaged 
£3,002 - also the highest 
quarterly value recorded 
since Pulse began 
publishing in 2005 and up 
by £159 (5.5 per cent) 
compared to Q2 12 and 
ahead by £304 (11.2 per 
cent), year-on-year, fuly, 
August and September 
recorded the three highest 
monthly part-exchange 
values on record. 

BCA’s communications 
director Tony Gannon 


commented: “With on¬ 
going economic pressure, 
rising costs and a relatively 
weak retail environment, it 
might seem counter¬ 
intuitive to report that used 
car values continue to 
climb year-on-year. 
However, supplies reaching 
the wholesale used car 
market are quite 
significantly down on the 
peak seen four to five years 
ago and there is a real 
shortage of good quality, 
ready to retail used 
cars. This is leading to 
fierce competition and 
generally rising values for 
the best examples reaching 


the remarketing arena. 

He added: “This stock 
shortage is a long-term 
issue and is unlikely to 
change until new car 
volumes pick up 
significantly and the 
economy improves enough 
to generate a bigger churn 
of vehicles in the 
marketplace. This doesn’t 
diminish the effect of the 
typical seasonal pressures, 
of course, which have seen 
values and conversions 
weaken in early October. 

“Quarter 3 saw a ‘richer’ 
mix of used cars compared 
to Q2, with fleet/lease 
volumes representing a 


slightly increased 

proportion compared to 
part-exchange volumes,” 
Gannon concluded. 

Based against the 
average values achieved in 
Q1 2005, the BCA Index 
tracks the quarterly market 
performance to give a clear 
view of where prices have 
been as well as indicating 
where they might go. 
Unsurprisingly, given three 
months of consistently high 
values in Q3 the BCA Index 
reached 130, the highest 
point on record and up six 
points year on year and 
seven points on the 
previous quarter.

A good place to start is with a winter health 
check. Some of these tasks you may be able 
to do yourself but many garages and service 
centres offer these vehicle health checks at 
this time of year. Just a few simple checks go 
a long way to preventing many breakdowns. 
In addition, a specific pre-winter service 
check should ensure that vehicles are in good 
mechanical and electrical condition to face 
whatever the season might bring. Basic 
checks ideally should include everything from 
lights and tyres to battery and starter motor. 

Tyres should always be carefully checked as 
worn treads are illegal as well as potentially 
lethal - for you and innocent bystanders, as 
well as other road users.

Battery failure is one of the most common 
causes of a breakdown in the winter months 
- drained from leaving the lights on, as we all 
do from time to time - or simply passed its 
useful life. Sluggish starting is a sure sign that 
your car battery is getting old. As soon as 
starting becomes slow, it's time to think about 
buying a new battery. It's possible that the 


problem might lie with the starter motor, so 
ask your garage to check that out, along with 
the fan belt. 

Take advantage of the winter checks that 
most small garages, main dealers and service 
centres are offering over the coming months. 
You don't want to be stranded during your 
journey, so having your car checked over 
beforehand could be one of the best 
decisions you make all year.
